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NEED LARGER GOVERNMENT GRANTS 
FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES 


A general inquiry into taxation is now being held at 
various points in Alberta by the provincial government 
and municipalities, cities, towns and villages have been) 
asked to file briefs, giving their general views on the) 
matter. 

The main reason for rising taxation all over Alberta’ 
seems to be the increased educational costs, and in Dids-, 
bury this is no exception. Town taxes this year are 44 mills. 
on the dollar, with schools requiring 211% mills to operate. | 
With the assessment based on 100 cents on the dollar this 
44 rate figures out at 66 mills on the dollar which is con- 
sidered too high by even our provincial authorities. 

In the Municipal District of Mountain View the 
eneral tax rate is 17 mills; school tax rate in Olds School, 
Jivision is 171, mills. 

From the above figures, taking off approximately 5 
mills for hospitals, it can be seen that it requires more 
money for education than it does to operate either the 
town or th municipal district. Since schools are necessary 
and with little hope for a decrease in educational costs, 
it seems that either the general welfare of towns and 
municipalities must suffer, or taxes must be increased to 
provide the improvements we now demand but cannot 
afford. 

It has been suggested for Alberta, and has heen tried 
in Saskatchewan and some states in the United States, | 
that a two per cent educational tax should be put 
on all purchases of goods and services in the Province. | 
This, however, is certainly not a solution to increased 
local taxes, and we don’t want such a tax in Alberta. It. 
is only a nuisance tax and would require more bookkeep- | 
ing and returns to government offices. 

Realizing that general taxation has reached its limit 
there appears only one solution to taxation problems and} 
that is increased grants for schools from the provincial 
government by decreasing grants to other services, and 
for large school grants from the federal government, with | 
funds for this purpose being taken out of general revenue. | 


SHOP IN DIDSBURY 


The fall season is approaching and with it comes in- | 
creased purchasing power due to annual returns from 
crops and livestock sales. Farmers and townspeople are 
preparing for the winter ahead and will require not only 
winter clothing, household furnishings and fuel but also 
the winter’s grocery supply, all of which should be pur- 
chased in Didsbury if at all possible. 

By buying in your home town you enable local busi- 
ness places to carry better stocks, giving you better selec- 
tions of goods, and at the same time you are helping to 
keep in business the men who pay the heavy taxes, It is 
these taxes which go a long way towards providing for 


our schools, public utilities and upkeep of streets and) 


roads. 


The business men are dependent on the farmer, but 
the farmer is also dependent on the business men for ser- | 


vice and goods in short supply. A good town is an asset to 
any farmer and to make and keep Didsbury an up-and- 
coming centre we should all patronize our local business 
places whenever possible.

WILL PERMIT WINTER 
TRAPPING OF MUSKRATS 


Winter trapping of muskrat will 
be permitted in Alberta for the first 
time from Nov. 15 to May 15, fol- 
lowing a decision of the provincial 
government last week. 

The season is being extended in 
an effort to place on the market 
hides of hundreds of muskrats kill- 
ed nearly every winter through 
freezing of shallow ponds and 
marshes, 

Trapping will be allowed under 
special permit issued to holders of 
a certificate of registration of a trap- 
line or trapping area. Investigation 
will be conducted by game officers 
of the advisability of issuing per- 
mits in any area after application 
for a permit from a trapper. Those 
obtaining permits will have to re- 


| port trapping results at the end of 


the season.

|ELECTRICITY PROVES BIG 
HELP ON THE FARM 


E.B. Martin, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer for the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, says that 
few Alberta farmers who have elec- 
tricity available make full use of 
it—in spite of the fact that the more 
kilowatt hours used the less it 
costs for each kilowatt hour of 
energy. 

The number of ways in which 
electricity can be used on the farm 
is almost unbelievable. Mr. Martin 
estimates that of the 300 or so that 
are listed from time to time, 75 can 
be put to practical use on the 
average farm in this province. They 
will pay for themselves again and 
again in time and labor saved. At 
a cost of $600 for installation and 
another $600 for equipment, an 
average farm electrification unit 
represents an investment of $1200 
That $1200 investment should be 
used to the fullest extent economi 
cally possible. 

Mr. Martin cites as an example 
the case of two neighbors, both 
with the same source of power. One 
of them uses his electricity merely 
for lights in the house. He con- 
sumes, say, 20 kilowatt hours in an 
average month at the minimum 
cost of $5.50. His neighbor, who has 
an electric motor on the pump, a 
pig brooder, a hot plate, a quarter 
horse-power portable on the fan- 
ning mill and bench grindstone, (as | 
well as lights in the house, barn, 
piggery, pump house granary and 
shop) uses about 90 kilowatt hours 
in an average month. He has a bill 
of $5.50 «tthe minimum), plus 70 
kilowatt hours at 2 cents, or $1.40 
to vive a total of $6.90. For all this 
additional 


energy the cost to this 
fares has been $1.40 per month

ARCTIC FARMING HAZARDS 
NOW BEING ELIMINATED 


Dealing with agriculture in the 


Soviet Union, Agriculture Abroad, |

ture, Ottawa, says in part 
reference to the northern regions 
that farming in the Arctic Circle 
has about outgrown its experimen 

tal stage which began in the early 
30's. Northern Russia and Siberia 
with its 4,000 miles of shoreline 
facing the Arctic Ocean from Mur- 
mansk in the west to Anadrysk in 
the east, and extending southward 
in depth of one to two thousand 

miles, bears much similarity to 
Canada's Northwest Territories. 

The winters are long and cold, the 
summers very short and warm with 

long hours of sunshine. 

All the Siberian regions north of 
the 62nd parallel fall under a 
separate administration which has 
established a large number of ex- 
perimental farms throughout the 
North, estimated at about 160, 
north of 60 degrees latitude, Four 
central farms are situated at Ob- 
dorsk near Ob river; at Igarka 
along the Yenissi river at a latitude 
of Fort Good Hope in Canada’s 
MacKenzie District; at Yakutsk on | 
the banks of the Lena River on a} 
latitude about the same as Provi- | 
dence at Great Bear Lake in Cana- |

INCREASE PRICE 
OF EXPORT BARLEY 

On January 2, 1947, the Right | 
Hon. J.G. Gardiner announced that | 
an agreement had been reached | 
with the United Kindom Ministry | 
of Food for an ifterease of $4 per | 
hundred in the price to be paid for 
Canadian bacon with half of this 
increase in January and a further 
$2 increase on September 1, 1947. 
The $2 increase in January raised 
the price to the United Kingdom 
from $25 per hundred pounds for 
Grade A Wiltshires to $27. The in- 
crease which went into effect on 
September 1 advanced the price of 
Grade A Wiltshires to $29. The 
price of $29 remains effective until 
the end of 1948. In accordance with 
this statement the Meat Board an- 
nounced that price schedule for all 
grades and qualities of Wiltshire 
Sides would be increased by $2 a 
hundred, effective on product from 
hogs slaughtered on or after Mon- 
day, September 1. 

The Meat Board further announc- 
ed that domestic hog quotas, which 
have applied at all packing estab- 
lishments in which hogs were grad- 
ed for Dominion Government pre- 
miums, are being abolished as of 
September 1, 1947. This, in effect, 
means there are no further restric- 
tions on the slaughter of hogs or on 
the distribution of pork for Cana- 
dian consumption.
